LEARINGHOUSE scrip will be in 

ctreulation today as legal tender 

for all purposes. Yesterday aft- 
ernoon announcement was made by 4 
clearinghouse official that final decision 
had been reached, and that the bank 
paper was to be issued, Officers of the 
Clearinghouse Committee were busy all 
last evening signing the notes. These 
will be issued in denominations of $1, 
$2, $5, $10 and $20. For each dollar val- 
uation of the emergency currency, $2 of 
gilt-edged collateral has been deposited 
with the Los Angeles Clearinghouse 
Association, a thorough examination 
as to the worth of the collatera) having 
been made by the Clearinghouse Com- 
mittee. This collateral consists of high- 
class mercantile paper, municipal and 
government bonds, etc. 

The Times prints a photograph of a 
piece of $1 scrip circulated yesterday 
afternoon. 

The scrip is similar to that now in 
circulation in San sco, and its 
issuance was necessitated’ because of 
the gradual but certain depletion of 
pthe cash reserves of the local commer- 
clal banks. The Mlustration of the new 


scrip printed above shows one of the 
$1 notes. All others will be the same 
except as to number and denomination. 
The note is engraved and printed on 
bank note paper of a patie blue color, | 
and is a little larger than an ordinary 
bank note, which purposes it answers 
in every particular. The limit of value 
of the issue was not decided last nfixht. 

During the last few days, Los An- 
geles bankers say, they have been re- 
ceiving earnest requests for currency 
from the country bankers, who do not 
have the large cash reserves common 
in the city, and are undoubtedly suf- 
fering from a lack of coin and legal’) 
tender. Considerable sums of this 
scrip will be shipped to the county 
bankers. Santa Ana, Fullerton, River-' 
Side, Pomona and other 
Southern California points will be sup- 
plied. A shipment of $40,000 worth of 
the paper was prepared for Needles 
last night. Soon this paper will be in 
general circulation throughout’ the 
southern part of the State, as it now 


is in the central and northern sections, 
which have been supplied by the San 
Francisco association. 

This scrip has been issued to help the 
commercial banks, according to J. F. 


Sartori of the Security Savings Bank. 


He says there is no need felt by the 
Los Angeles savings institutions. “We 
are not even doing a normal business,” 
declared Mr. Sartori yesterday. ‘There 
are fewer people in our lobby today 
than there were Monday, and the same 
thing may‘be said about the business 
of Monday compared with Saturday.
